The Queen in Coun- 
cil has aluno that povrer,, and evon 
Her Miijosly cannot exoroiso it unless 
upon the receipt of an address from 
the LogiBlaturo of the Colony inter- 
ested praying that its coasting trade 
may bo opened to the vcHsoia of ims 
tions other than British. Tlio power 
is spcciuil}' roBcrved as a lio^al pro-. 
rogaLivo, and no permit issued by 
His . Excellency will bo won h in law 
the paper upon which il is written, 
except Uor MajoKty's consoiil has first, 
been Higiiified in roHjioiiso lo li jiru} er 
of the Logisliituro. Tliat there iniiy 
be no miHconception, we copy the f ih 
lowing Booliou from the Customs Lou- 
Bolidation Act, 16 and 17 Victoria, 
Cap. 107 : 

CCCXXVIII— If the Logitilaturo 
or proper Lpcis. alive authority of any 
of iho British Possessions abroad 
BhBll present an u(ldre>s to iier Ma- 
jofty, praying Hor Mujesly to au-< 
thorizo or permit the couvoyanco of 
goods or p'lseengers from one part of 
Buch possession to anotiier part lhore-< 
of in other than British sliips, or il 
tiie Legislatures ot aiiy Iwii or moro 
Possessions, wl;ich for tlio purposes uf 
this act Iter Miijesiy in Council shall 
deolnro to bo no gliboring posscusions, 
shall present, addresses or a joint ad- 
dress to Her Majesty, praying Uor 
Majesty to jilaco the lindo between 
them on the iooliiig of a Coasting 
Trade, or of olhorwiso regulating tho 
eame, so far as relates to the vessels in 
'which it is to be carried on, it shall 
thereupon bo lawful for Ber Majesty, 
by Order in Ccuneil, bo to authorize 
the convoyunce of buch goods or pus-, 
eengers, cr so to ri'gulale iho Irado 
between such neifihbcn ii g p'lssfHsioiis, 
as iho case may be, un such lei ins and 
under such conditions us to lior Ma-' 
jesty may seem good. 
That there may still bo no miscon- 
ception on this ijoiiil, if tlio reader 
will turn to tho Union Act (■'^ec. 5), 
he will find that Gnveriior Seymour 
has conferred upon hiir. all tho "powers 
and authorities vested in llio Uornmis^ 
fiioners ot her Miijesty 's Treasury, or in 
the Commissiunois of CusUjins. Tlioso 
"powers and aulhorilies" wo find, 
upon leforeiice to 18 an 1 19 Victoria, 
Cap 9G, iSec. XVI,, to be as follows : 

XVI. The powers and authorities 
now vested in ilio (Jominissioiiei s ol 
Customs with regard to any Act or 
Q'hiiig relui ing Lo tlio Customs or to 
Triide or JS' avifulion in any of the 
British I'o^8e('BiollS abroad snail, from 
and alter the passing of this Act, be 
Tested in the Governor, liieuienani 
Governor, or olnor p-Mson adiiiinisu r- 
iiig the G('V( rii ineti I. in any sucli Po-'- 
Se;8ion,aiid every An reqi.iiod by any 
Law to be done by or with any parti- 
cular ollicer or at any j)uriicular piace, 
if dono by or wiih uny such otHco.", or 
at any place appointed cr nominated 
by such Governor, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor or other iicrsoii so administei ing 
BUCh Government, shall bo doomed to 
have been dunu bj' or with such par- 
ticular ollicer or at such piiriicular 
pluco, as the 0680 may bo, and us re- 
quired by Law : and all Commmsions, 
Uepulanons and Appoiiitincnis grant- 
ed to any officers of Customs in loice 
at the commencement ol this Act shall 
have t lie sumo liireo' and ellect to all 
intents and purjioscs as il tlio same 
bad been grunted or made in the first 
insiunco by such Governor, Lieutenant 
Guvevnor or person so adininisicriiig 
tho Guveri.nu i:l of aii)' siich Pos.-os- 
fiioii ; iind all B inds or uilier 8ecuii„ 
ties which shall have l)c:en jiven by 
01 lor any such ofiicors and their lu- 
Bpeoiivo Bcouritiob for good cumtuct or 
oiborwibo shall remain in force, and 
shall and tiiay bo eniorccd and put in 
suit at the ihstance ot or by directions 
of any fcuch Governor, lyieuteiiant 
Governor or j)Cison ad inini.>terii.g ilio 
Guvoinment ol any such Possetision. 

There is nothing in this section about 
tho Coasting Trade. Tho Governor 
is merely required lo enforce tho lawfi 
relating to Customs, . etc. j but in seo^ 
tion 6, of the Union Act, we Qnd it 
clearly laid down that nothing "in 
this Act shall interfere with the exercise 
of any poiccr that ivonld have been 
erciseuble bij Her Majesty in Cuuneil if 
this Act had not been passed." 

We put it to Iho couiiiry fairly and 
honestly, if Uio Ailoi noy Ceneral and 
tho Collector of Custouis— silling as 
members of the Legislative Council 
and voting " ayo " when il was pro- 
posed to collier a power ii)ion His I'Jx.. 
celloncy which it wsis ihcir duly to 
bavo known they had no right tocoii- 
ftir*~-should not bo heartily ashamed 
of iheOiBolves I'lr llio lainenlabie 
ignoraDOO they have displayed. Tho 
ono genllemaD is sappusod to bo the 



legal advis-.r of the Govornmont — the 
fount from whch was drawn the 
inspiration that has dictated tho pre- 
paration of every important moasuro 
brought before the U.ijuULGiirdum the 
session ; tho other is Ihe officer wlioso 
department was s])eoially concerned 
in tho passago of tho clause — who is 
handsomely paid for attending to tho 
duiit'S of that department, and who is 
supposed to have tho Customs' laws at 
his finger ends. Yot wo find both 
ihopo genllemon silling in tho Council 
in a slate of beatific ignorance as to 
the laws under which they hold their 
pofiiiions, and actually aiding by thoir 
voice and vote in tho passage of a 
clause they should have known was 
an invasion of a prerogative of tho 
CrowD. After this, we are prepared 
for anything ridiculous and ab:jurd 
from .the ofHoial megciberB . of the 
Council. V ; ,•. ' ? 



l)r Comrit's Lecture on "Water." 

Ttie last lecture of ihe aeriea wa3 delivered 
by P. Comrie, Ksq., M. D., II, M. S. Spar, 
rowliiiwk, in tlio Mechaoica' Iiistilutc Tliura- 
liuy evetiirif;; the Kubjuct was ' wutur,' in 
its special relnliun to lieidth and siuiatury 
inalttrs. The audience was not so large as 
on the occaaioD of his former lecture on air, 
but conipriied mauy of our most intolligCQt 
citizcnB. He first spoko of the importaoco ol 
water as acommoo Decessary of lite, described 
its chemical composilioD.'aod illaatrated the 
Beveral properliea of oxygen aad hydrogen, 
by iateresling ezperimeats. By putting a 
pii'ce of charcoal into a jar of oxygon gna 
a most brilliant li^hl was produced ; aril a 
small picco of lieuled steel wire bttianie iiii- 
ruediiilely iiiflitned and melled. 'I'ho na- 
ture of ' lima ' li^ht or Druinniond light oo 
much used for signals was shiiwn by a cur- 
rent of uxyf;t'u paP-^ing through a lliiiiu', and 
linpii;ging on a ball of lime. Hydiogeu was 
produced by potassium thrown on a basin 
of water, immediaiely burstiog into aflame 
and decomposiog ibe water. After a des- 
cription of good water, the Tarioas impuri- 
ties were shown by a eerlea of tests applied 
to water taken from difieroot wells within 
tbo city. A Boluiion of Chloride of Barlam 
applied to a specimen coataiDint; salpbatea 
produced a white precipitate. Acetate of 
lead applied to water-cotnaiaiog Bulpbarotted 
hydrogen gave a brown precipitate. Oxal- 
ate of Ammouia applied lo another bpeci- 
men gavo a white i)rccipltatB, which was ex- 
plained as indicating iinie. Nitrate ol silver 
applied to water cootaining chlorides gave 
a while muddiness. Drawings enlarged 
from microfcopical views, showed in a 
ratl.er impressive manner the nature of or- 
ganic iinpuritie?. Uf the specimens cxam- 
iued, the Spring Ridge Water was scec to 
be the best. It was stated that Glasgow, 
of all cities, bad the purest and most ample 
supply — 45 gallons being tbo daily average 
for eucb indtvidaal, and by compulation sa- 
ving tho inhabitants £40,000 a year in sqap 
alono. The influence of impure supplies in 
producing diseasea was vividly repiesented 
by a diagram ehowiog clearly that Ihe 
(leathij and water supply closely cnrrc.opondi'd 
duri'^g the epiiicinic of 1849 in Loinhm, anil 
that districts had suflered, or been free from 
cholera, according as thoy chaiigeii a bad for 
a purer suppiy, and that these experi« 
menlB involving the death of millions, 
should surely teach wisdom to die present 
generation. I'ho defect of a system of sew- 
etugo and drainage in Victoria waa pointed 
out, and the hope expressed that the citizens 
would support the monicipal antboritiea in 
carrying OQt remedial measoree, the water 
Nupply (exclusive of welly) in the meantime, 
being absurdly email — 3 gallons daily fur 
G,ich inilividual; and tho Spring Rid;i;o Com- 
pany be'iiig only able, at the utmost, to give 
seven gallons. The lecturer is in error here. 
The S. R. Co. aro prepared to supply an 
abundance of water for a much larger [ii.|iula- 
tion than we at ptesont possess. As each iii- 
dividual ought to have at least Iweiity-six, 
it wa-' suggested that recourse might lie liad 
ill the future to Thetis or Prospect Luke, as 
tho liical wells contained very dangerous 
impurities, and reference waa made to the 
Sanatary Act of 186G, which in H^ngland cu" 
forces proper drainage and a EufficieDt supply 
of pure water for all towns. In speaking of 
diseasest it was stated that no safe conclu- 
sion could be made in Iho absence of any 
proper system of registering births, deaths 
and marriages, and no opinion formed as to 
whether the population of il.o colony is sta" 
tionary or progressive. Ti e concluding re- 
marks niadu an eppeal to tho pood sense ol 
the cilizeiiH acting in accordance with ibese 
well known sanatary laws. 

We have given a lull aecuunt of this lec- 
ture not only because of its inherent merits, 
but because of tho iinporlance ol those siib- 
ji'Ctfi to Ihe city at largo. This lecture was 
one of tbe best in the series, and if the mau' 
agera ot the Institute conid always provide 
such practical and interesting inforniailon in 
a form eo easy of comprehension they ndght 
depend upon tbe attendance of the citizens 
even during the summer months. 

The Rev Mr Somervlllo, in a humorouK 
manner, moved a vote of thanks, which was 
seconded by Mr VValloco and heartily re> 
eponded to. 

'I'ho Prcsidonl, Mr Alston, aflcr intimating 
that tho Institute was now free from delit, 
declared tbe series ended, and the moeting 
disperaed.

Belizb, British Honduras, Jan. 8, 1867 
For the laat Ave weeka this colony baa been 
in a statu of wild exeitement. 

The Ch chaliu Indians, under their chief, 
Canulo, invadid our northern buundaries. 
taking soire of our maho^'any cutters prison' 
era, and demanded euuia of money liom each 
gang uf mahocaoy cutters in Ibat vicinity, 
and tbiea'ened 10 destroy all properly there 
if their demands were not immediately com- 
plied willi. Our troops weru Ftnl opto whip 
them, or to kee;i them in check, ai.d '.de-- 
patches were immediately aenl to Jamaica 
for assistance, via New Orleana, Havana, 
and by a echooner direct to Kingston. 
.Meanwhile, our troops, while resliuK, after a 
march of sixteen hours, were met by a party 
ot Indians, and, alter filing a few rounds 
were ordered to retreat, winch they diil, altci 
the order was twice givi'U, in a most disord- 
erly aud disgruculul manuer, their ofGucra, it 
ia aaid, taking the lead, and leaving their 
men to take care of themsel vea. 

On the arrival or this news in BelizQ marti- 
al law waa pioelaiined, and sobr>equently 
four other proclamations were in ide. 

These ll)l!a^lm•s, tlm ileleal ol our troops 
and llio uneerlainty ol Iho Into of a com- 
pany and another of our volunletra s nt up 
the Rio Hjnda lo oat off Ibe retreat of thu 
Indians, have kept tbis town in very great 
agitation.

and souiQ of our oicrchanls, their clerk-; and 
others havo enrolled Ibeinse'vcs a.^ ii civic 
yuard. Thus passed li e montli of Decem- 
ber. Tbe tramp of patrolmen was beard 
during the whole night, and men were 
pressed and inadu to do public work wittiout 
pay. No p'tsoii was ulloweil to (mvo town 
wUliDiH a \ nod hk a general tliiiiL; a jiass 
wai exceedingly dilliciiU to be obtained. 

Tbis colony baa auiFered, and will now 
have to pay, which will be no small sum, 
and as tho treasury is nearly empty and 
tuxes w(^ri^ ir.ereasi!il last year, the notllioc ol 
accounts will bu no pleasant matter.

'A'liliams, G. Con- 
nor, and J. B, Tiiompson, !'.nd tlie boily ol ilie 
child icspecitd, Ihe followin;; luslimony wag 
lakoD : 

John Madden, sworn— I am the father of 
the deceased obild, whose ngo is 11 months ; 
was not present when deceased met bis death ; 
, the Indian woman Annie is the cliiid's 
mother; ehe hu.'i lived with ine liiur yeors 
and about throe inoiilhd on Skinner's larm ; 
Lr.TO seen Ihe niailcs of a bullui on the door 
of my liouif^, and also on the purtilion in- 
side ; the nmrka wore not tliL-ru when I left 
the houHO at 11 a ni. jcsteniuy. 

Amne, a Coiviel);in Indian woman, deposed 
—I was in the fniall room ai back of Iho 
bonsQ yesterday washing deueasvd's face; 
the person oalliog biiosalf Marrack camo 
roand tho boase and tupped uttho door at the 
side of the boose ; the man calling hioiself 
^Garter was standing at ibe fence , 1 saw 
' them leave aod shool at a hat ; 1 afterwards 
took two steps liom the window where I was 
Blaodiog, and a bullet siiui:k Iho Ji ceu,-ed 
aod fell on the door ; I V'cn luol;ecJ tnit o' 
the window, when I saw Murrael; iiinniiii;. 
carrying the niu^ket ; I came out of the 
haUiie when tho men told nie to reinrn ; !lio 
man who knoehod at 'he iloor taiil sonu'lhii.'g 
but I did not undorsland liinv and niaiio no 
reply; the child was not cry iufj vvhen llio 
man came to the door ; when I came rut of 
the houso 1 saw llie man with the musket 
TUi\.t(;tw.ard8 tbo house from, iho fluid ; two 
shots were fired at the hat, and another which 
\Btriiok deceased and mysolf. 

Giibnt T. Carter, sworn — I belong to H 
M S Malacca. Yesterday MrMarr^ck ami 
myself lelt the Hospital with the rilld pro- 
duced ; and went down to a pliice called 
"Skinner's boltoni." Whm we fjot ationt 
20 yards from iho house in v. hieli Iho Iii<lian 
woman lives, Mr Marriick i^aiil hu was t'oiiif,' 
behind th hiiUdo to eu<o Liinje f. 1 lo t! 
him I would |)Ut my c^p on a Ireo for him 
to fire at , when he returned to the field he 
shot at iny cap and 1 shot at his cap. We 
then 'walked to thu tree to sec if the cap^i 
were.atrack, after which we went down 
behind some bashes to the right of the tree. 
Marrack stopped and was about to load, 1 
walked away a few yards throwing stoats, 
all at oooe I beard a cap « nap and iVlarraok 
Bald the rifle bad missed fire;; he then pat 
another oap oo, and 1 walk d awny a dmrt 
distance when 1 heard the rifli; go oli, I eai;- 
not say in which direction. We thin 
proceeded towards ihe house, and on peiiii.g 
to the middle of Ihn (itld I f^aw die IndiHii 
woman In the road about 20 yards Iruin the 
house. VVa ^oV over tho lli;ce hut neither 
of U8 spoke to the woman. Wo walked past 
tho house without knuckin;; or going in and 
went across tho open "^paco lo the riglit. 
The first limis 1 knew i.f ihc occurrence was 
when Dr Bellamy showed me die bullet 
about'an' hour and a half after we pas^ped tlie 
house, 1 had no idaa any person lived in 
th0.: iboaBe as I had often beco there before 
vitbout fiadipg any person in it. I saw no 
signs of its being inhabited. I did not eec 
Marrack knock at the si.ie of the house. ]le 
was lour or Gvij hundred yards di;tunt when 
the ride missed lire. 1 did not seo in which 
direcliou it wm.s pointed uhon it went oil, he 
did not put it to hid should..T lo take aim. 

Gdorge BcUanvj, Surgeon in cliarg,! of. the 
Koyul Hoepital, dcpoHed -o the nuture of the 
wound inllicled. \S'li..ii called to e.xainino 
tho child ul (J'lirien'.-^ u.'<'.ikne(! he found a 
bullet woui.il ill ttio rii lil.--i e and another 
near the navol, portion ol ilie ii.tcsiinen were 
preluding which he replaced, but death 
resulted shortly afterwards from internal 
hemorrhage. The bullet produced corrcs- 
pooded with the bore of the rifl>i produced, 
and would be suoh a bullet as to cause the 
wdnnd.
